The federal board for the control of narcotics is making a 


fine effort to carry out the orders of Congress and limit the 
traffic in habit-formmg drugs to those really needing them. II 
has been consulting the largest American manufacturers of 
opiates to find out just what are the medical needs of the na- 
tion in this line. In May there is to be a general anti-narcotic 
conference attended by cabinet officers, foreign diplomats, 
governors of states and 'representatives of medical, civic and 
welfare associations. That will be the most pretentious gath- 
ering ever held to discuss "dope." 


It will doubtless find, as all inquiries lately have found, ma 


while a good deal'may be done in this country to restrict the 
dope evil, the American authorities are handicapped because 
the opium traffic is so largejy'in the control of other-nations 
It will also be found that the only existing foreign machinery 
for the control of the traffic is that of the-League of Nations 
which has interested itself particularly in this subject. 


There will arise, then, the question of co-operating with the 


League, in order'to have that body use its influence to limi 


. world production of opium and control world distribution o 


opium and its products, so that the stuff will not be dumped 
upon this country as it is now, by methods legitimate and il 
legitimate. 


Surely, whatever Americans may think about joining thi 


League of Nations, there should be no hesitancy to act in co 
operation with the League for such a beneficent purpose, r 
that is shown to be the most effective way.

fore an Interested audience. The lec- 
ture was under the auspices 
of the 


Graffort Club and open to the public 
without admission. It was well worth 
hearing and of much educational value 
along health lines.

Dr. Kelly first discussed some of the 


principal features of 'r.fant and child 
health questions, first taking up the.in- 
fant itself, referring to the first year 
of a child's life. H& told how closely 
infant hygiene was associated 
with 


maternal hygiene and the manner 01 
how the expectant mother lives up to 
the few months previous to the birth 
of her child; for the condition of the 
health of the mother and the food she 
has is a big factor in the condition of

In referring to the work ape of child- 


ren Dr. Keily sfJd tils was a-very 
serious question.

He referred to the 
baby clinics which were growing in 
Boston and other cities, and that all 
classes are realizing more and more 
their importance. In -the runabout age 
of children up to 5 or 7 years of age he 
said the death rate was low and so we 
do not realize the Importance of this 
group. But that death .rate does not tell 
the condition of all -the children. He 
referred to children's diseases and said 
how serious they often were when a 
child was very young; that a serious 
case of measles in a. child under three 
years of age was occasion for alarm j 
and that the fatality 
ot 
whooping j 


cough In a very young child Is high; i 
that very serious conditions often crop 
up later in the very young child after 
these diseases. The idea that the child- 
ren may as well have these diseases 
early as later is not a good -one for the i 
•later th& child bas them the better be 
is likely to be able to cope with such 
diseases. 


The importance of looking after the 


teeth of young children was empha- 
sized. The baby teeth should ,be well 
taken care of. If they .are neglecV> 
trouble may spread to the child's per- 
manent teeth. 


Dr. Kelly referred to 
the 
school 


group of chiluren unu the i^ipui,—**ve 
of taking up health questions in the 
schools. He said the school groups do 
respond and it ia a great opportunity 
for the children to be taught rules of 
health and to receive -health hints dur- 
ing their school life. The imp_prtar^ 
of school playgrounds was referred to 
and the great good accomplished -for 
the school children by means of out- 
door recreation.

In Portsmouth, In conjunction 


with their co-religionists 
throughout 


the world, at sunset Saturday began a 
week's celebration of "Th« Feast of 
Redemption," or "The Feast of Un- 
leavened Bread," as the Passover holi- 
days are sometimes called. 


The "Seder" services are of special 


significance among the Jev,'s. About 
the family table on Passaver eve the 
entire household Is gathered, there be- 
ing a chair left unoccupied for Elijah, 
patron of the stranger and his 
pro- 


tector. 


A special ritual features the service. 


A narrative called the "Haggadah" 
read. 
In this volume are venerable 


and highly-prized stories of the -exodus 
from Egypt, and many quaint quips 
and fan'-sies of the ancient rabbis, as 
well as many bits of ancient songs and 
lore. 


Passover was originally an agricul- 


tural teast, being the springtide feast, 
also the period when the thresholds in 
very remote antiquity were cor.secrat-' 
ed. At a later period It became iden- 
tified with the historical events in the 
early career of the Hebrews and their 
sojourn in the land of Egypt. The as- 
sociation of the primitive agricultural 
rites 'with an historical crisis invested 
Passover with a new and highly sig- 
nificant message. 
It 
became 
the 


"Festival of Redemption", the "Feast 
of Liberty."* 


So firmly is the symbolism of the 


Feait of Passover intrenched that, dur- 
ing the week, every Jewish family ab- 
stains from eating leavened bread, and 
uses instead the matzoth, 
thin, flat, 


or diskshaped wafers, a reminder of the 
bread eaten by their remote ancestors 
in tneir hasty departux'O from Egypt. 
The matzoth are symbolic of the fes- 
tival note of rejoicing over their de- 
liverance from bondage. Reform and 
orthodox Jews alike partake of it. 


Special service:? in the various Jew- 


ish reform and orthodox temples will 
take place this morning.

also be special services in the different 
Jewish charity, homes and institution?.

It Is nqt g-enerally realized what a 


charm and lure' the Statue of Liberty 
has for strangers. In the year Just 
past about 170.000 visitors to New York 
paid their respects to Miss Liberty. I 
Naturally, the summer months draw 
the biggest throngs, but visitors jour- 
ney to Bedlow's Island the year round, 
and it Is surprising how large a num- 
ber make the trip throughout 
the 


winter. 
' 


The statue is open to visitors 
from 


S A. M. until 1 P. M. By 8 o'clock at 
night all visitors must have departed 
from the island. When the visiting 
season is at its height, three 
small 


steamers, the Squantum, Fort Wood 
and Crescent carry 
the 
passengers. 


During the winter months hourly trips 
to and from the island are made. The 
department of war looks after the wel- 
fare of the statue. Lieut. John T. Mc- 
Kay o! the quartermaster's corps, is 
in charge oC all the island's utilities, 
Including the statue. 


Most of the visitors are not satisfied 


to depart until they have climbed the 
154 steps from the pedestal to 
the 


head, which, by the way, is no light 
accomplishment. 


Although many of the visitors come 


from out-of-town , there 
are 
other 


types from the city. There are any 
number 'of excursions of school chil- 
dren with their teachers and children ( 
tate Board of Education by the local | accompanied by their parents. It is j 


a favorite mecca for Boy Scouts andj 
patriotic organizations composed of. 
young and old. Visitors to the city, 
usually supply themselves with liter- 
ature concerning the statue. On ar- 
riving at the island they study intent- 
ly this colossal work ot Batholdi, scrut- 
inizing it closely from 
every 
angle. 


There are solitary visitors, men and 
women,-many of whom return to revisit 
the statue after a long interval. 


The lighting of the statue is no small 


undertaking. The interior lights are 
kept burning all day long for the bene- 
fit, of visitors.' Lights of 16,500 kilo- 
watts and one of 1000 kilowatts 
are 


burned in the torch. Besides the torch 
lights, there are 
252 
high-powered I 


flood lights, which are kept playing on 
the statue i'rom 7 until 11 P. M. These 
flood lights are 
distributed through 


various buildings. 


The elevators in the statue, 
when, 


running, are 
operated 
by 
soldiers. 


There is a gardener who attends to the 
lawn and 
plants 
surrounding the 


monument. He is an ex-soldier 
who 


spent 30 years in the army. 


There are other workers 
In 
the 


statue. In climbing the long 
spiral 


stairs to the top, visitors 
often cast 


aside old papers, and these must be 
picked up and removed. 


On arriving at the island, the first 


thing that impresses sightseers is the 
stupendous size of the statue. It looks 
large enough as viewed from the Bat- 
tery, but the statue as seen from a dis- 
tance is deceiving, and on coming face 
to face with it the visitor can only gape I 
and stare. 
Most of the visitors frankly confess 


that-it is the most gigantic figure of 
the kind that they have ever seen. 
These visitors come impressed with the 
size and magnificence o£ some piece o£ 
statuary in their own home town. It 
is revelation to them to encounter a 
statue 60 or 100 times larger than the 
one they have looked up to since it 
was first unveiled to an admiring com- 
munity.
